(e) Budget - Personnel are paid by the agencies concerned. Space 
is aipplied by the Army. Supplies are requisitioned. The printing bill 
is allocated to the five member agencies in proportion to the number of 
copies required. During the war the printing bill approximated $300,000 
but the number of copies now required is so reduced that Lieutenant 
Ullman believes the cost would be in the neighbornood of $100,000.
